OUR FR.WKFORT LETTER 

Fa.orxFOKT, Dae. 8, 1>^5. 

Misshs Enrross: The Legislature went to 
work tl is mr>rn‘ng with a promptness that in- 
r iraied that tie members were all the betto- 
prqwTpd to undertake the labors of the session 
after their thanksgiving dinners. It will be 
seen from the reports of proceedings that the 
Legtelatnre has marked out a large amount of 
work for the session — much of it of quite an 
important character. A MU was reported from 
a ai lect committee which is intended to exem- 1 
from f xeention and attachment for debt proper* 
t<- to the amount of one thousand dollars. Tee 
MU wr# referred totbe Committee on Jaiiciirv, 
and Kill doubtless pees, as Its jcrtioe and necss- 
•ity are apparent to all, and there can be no 
reason for opposing a measure of such useful. 
nss<^. 

Mr PraU offered a joint resolnUon indorsing 
the adminisiration. and pledging tbe cordiri 
and earnest support of the State to it— and also 
moved to sespad tbe roles so as to take np tlM 
rseolution: but tbs motion was lo«t and the res- 
olntion laid over. A joint raaolutioa was offimd 
condemning tbe repodiation of the national 
debt, ard ear fog that it shonld be paid, “both 
princit«l and interest." It was moved to sus- 
petd tbe rules and take np this rwolntion im* 
medisiMy, bnt tbe motion was loe^ nays, lit; 
ye*s, 17. This vote may perhaps be taken as’ln 
effect indorsing repadiation. but it certainly 
does rot warrant any each conclusion. It can- 
not be porsible that tbe General Assembly of 
the Stats of Kentucky, or the Senate even, wlU 
adopt *urh a pollcv. 

Mr. Helm offered a MIL which, among other 
fhlr^. provided for the prevention of vagrancy 
airmig negroes. This looks very much as if 
tbe Lrgislatare was going quieUf about lei^ 
latirg for tbe new order of things to be brought 
abrrt;t by tbe adoption of the Constitutional 
Amendmset, and withent taking np tbe qu<w- 
ti(-n of its adoption by the Legislature at all. 
This inference mav be wrong; we hope it is, 
bnt think the fodicatious are that this coarse 
will be liken. 

Mr. deayeland offered a resokition “that the 
Committee on Finance be instrocled as to the 
expediency of taxing tbe income deriyad from 
tbe rr.vernmeBt bonds.” and fo offering the res- 
olntiott, remarked: ‘This is a matter of finance, 
relating to tbe financial affairs of the State, and 
that committee of the Senate has charge of 
that. Tbe MU is to take into consideration tbe 
expfdkocyof taxing tbe interest upon these 
bonds held by citi se n e of this Stite. Tbe Sena'e 
is aware that it is not In onr power to ux these 
bonds tbemselvee, but we can certainly tax the 
incanc derived from them. I know that in the 
commnnky where I live there are varions per- 
sons who bold a large quantity of the bonds of 
the United Statea, and pay no revenue either to 
the United States or tbe State government, 
etaliping that thev are exempt from taxation. 
The object ia to reach that daae of persons, that 
the it come from each seenrities may be taxed 
end allied to the proper ionrees of revenue.” 

Mr. Dudley mov^ to amend tbe resolution 
byatrikfog dot the words *.*iiicome from United 
Slates bonds,” and inserting the words *'fn- 
ocnae. from whatever sonroe It may arise.” i 

The amendment was accepted and tbe resolu- 
tion waa adopted. I 

In the House a joint reeolntion wa- offered 
by Mr. Daria, which will be found fo the re- 
port of toflay’s proceedings. It takes excep- | 
UoB to the message of Goyernor Bramlelte, 
favoring the trial of Jefferson Daria, and as 
weU as we eoald learn from a casual ^ance at 
F, recommends the leleate of political prison- 
ers of all classes srithoot delay. ItwiUbedilB- 
cnlt to make the men who have borne arms 
agairst tbe rebellion feel that such a general 
ion deUvery as contemplated by this resolution 
Is either jnst to them or tbe country. This 
ivsolmUaa sesnmes that the President, Gov. 
Braulette. asd the Union men of tbe conntrv 
are wrong fo desiring that the law be rindicUed 
te the trial of Jefleiron Davis. It is too true 
that there haa already been enouiA blood sbed, 
aad no lover of his cooat^ can desire any life 
forfeited from a^fecllng of vengeance, bnt d'les 
not aU this bloodshed require that the law 
violated fo that act should be indicated. C.

The finance office of the department accumu- 
lated in depository and draft, revenues to the 
amount of 47 13<;,024 4C; collected bv the Anil- 
tor, 1-^,329,856 08. and retrined bv ^stma=ters 
for salaries and offics expenses. 45.090.279 16. 

Tbe est’mates for 1867 are: For ex[>snditares, 
418,678 000. From which deduct revenues lo 
I'cr cent increase over last year, 416.011,773; 
amount equal to 50 iwr cent of the receipts in 
l8tX) from States lately in rebellion. 47.')8.77o; 
and appropriation for free matter, J700,(K)0 — 
making a total of 417.470,513, which leaves a 
defiritney of 41.207,4.57. 

For this deficiency no special appropriatim 
will 1 e n quired, as the standing appropriations 
for tbe last three years, unler acts of M irih .'!, 
l-sG, snd March 3. 18.51, amounting to 42,100,- 
000. a>e unexpended. Special appropriations 
will be reiinlrod for steamship serrice between 
San Frantteco. Japau, and China for six months, 
fr-^m Jacnaiy 1 to June .30 lKir7, of 42.50,060. 
A1 k>, f -r steamship service between the Unit-ri 
States snd Braxil for eight months of the cur- 
rent year, commencing November 1, of 4100 - 
<•00; and the whole of next year, 4150 000; mak- 
ing a total of 4500 OOO. ’The number of postage 
stami>s issued during tbe year was 4387,419 45.5, 
representing 412,099,787 .50; stamped envelopes, 
26,040,425, representing $721 135 00; stamped 
wrappers. 1 165 750. repreaentiag 4'23.315 00; 
making in all 412 817.4.37 50; ar. increase of 41,- 
873,108 over the previous vea.-. The amount 
sold was 412,.3f>9,727 85, being 41,623,1.38 27 
more than tbe previous year. 

Tbe introduction of stamped envelopes, bear- 
ing a request for tbe return to the wfiters of 
an^imed letters, has coosiderably increa-<ad 
tbe sale of envelopes, and is believed to have 
dismiseed the returns to the dead -letter office. 

Bufinrss cards are printed on envelopes with- 
out additional cost when ordered in quantities 
not less than one thousand for the same par- 
ties. 

To enf-oura^ the purchase ef rtfurst rnrd- 
oprt. the law shonld be. changed so as to allow 
the return of such letters to the writers free of 
postege. 

As stamped envelopes are canceled bv use, 
and therefore safor against fraud than tlio>0 
with stamps attached. It is submitted whether 
tbe Postmaster General should not be author- 
ized, in bis discretion, to furnish them as the 
separate stamps are now, without reference lo 
the cost of manufacture.

and 25 cents have been Issnel, for j>repa'Iog 
postage on packages of new.-,papers forwarded 
by publb-hers or newsyleaiers under the au-

The rest of the United states trans-Atiautic 
service performed by the steamt^hips receiving 
tbe sea i>06tage onlv was 4405 479 56. Of thi.i 
amonni .4213, .330 23 was earned bv the New 
York, (jaeenstown, and Liverpool (Dale) line; 
47I.K'' 70 by tbe Canadia line: 473,27311 by 
tbe N'w York, Sontbampton. and Bremen, and 
447,769 52 by the New York, Southampton, 
end Hamburg lines, respectively. 

Tbe cost of ocean transportation of mails to 
and frm West India ports by United States 
steamers, receiving different rales of compen- 
satinn within tbe limit ot tbe postages, .was 
450,863 90, being 422.178 95 less than the total 
postages on the mails conve.ved And fll,- 
691 62 was paid for the sea and Isthmus con- 
veyance of the correspondence with Central 
and South America. 

Tbe excess of collections fo this country over 
the pottages collected abroad, upon the corres- 
ponderce exchanged with Gri-at Britain and the 
conUi t-ntof Europe, was 4111,582 32, causing 
balances ogiUnst this department on settlements 
of tbe quarterly accounts with tbe respective 
post departments, amonnting to 4232,4.39 55. 

Additional articles to the United Biates and 
Britisb pc.-4al convention have been executed, 
conetituting Baltimore a new office of exchange 
on the side of tbe United States. 

Tbe service to Brazil, authorized bv act of 
May 28, 1664, has been put Into operatfon. the 
first steamship of tbe line having left New York 
with tbe mails for Brazil on tbe 30^ of October 
last. 

The contract for tbe mall steamship service to 
Japan and China was awarded, on tbe 28:h of 
Angnst last, to tbe Padfle Moil Steamship Com- 
pany, for the sum of 4-500,000 for twelve ronnd 
tripe per annum, between Son Francisco and 
Rc-ng Kcng, touching on the outward and 
homeward paieagee, to land and receive mails, 
atthepc'itof Honolulu, in tbe Sandwich Islands, 
and tbe port of KanagawA in Japan. The com- 
pany are to build four first-clau sea-going 
BteaiD‘-hips, of from 8 500 to 4,000 tons burden 
each, Govermnent measurement, and commence 
the service on or before the 1st of January, 1867. 

It is recommeBded that authority be given to 
tbe Postmaster-General to allow a compensa- 
tion, not to exceed tbe sea postage, to sailing 
vefstis conveying the mails to foreign ports. 
Prior to June 1, 1857, three lines of American 
Btesmshipe were employed in transporting the 
moils to and from Euroiie, receh iug subsidies 
under special acts of CongrcM, amounting to 
41,208,000 per annum. The New York and Llv- 
cri^l (Collins’s) line received an annual sub- 
sidy r f 4858,000 f w twenty-six round trips, the 
New York, Southampton, and Bremen line 
4200,000, and the New York, Cowea, and Havre 
line 4150,000, for twelve round tripe each i>er 
annusQ. 

Ibe contracts with the Bremen and Havre 
lines expired on the 1st oi June, 1856, aud were 



' not rf-newe:*; but temporary contracts w-’re 
made with the proprietors to continue the ser- 
vile cn both rr.ntes for the United States pist- 
sges on I he malls conveyed, thus ioauguraiing .a 
S3 stein of relf-siistainlug ocean mail service, 
snbscqut ctly adopted as the policy of the Gov- 
ernment, by act of June 14, 18.58' limiting the 
compensation to tbe sea and United States in- 
land postage when the conveyance is by an 
American, and to the sea postage only wucu by 
a foreign vetstL 

Tbe SCI vice of the New York aud Liverpool 
(Collins) line cessed in the ra-'nlh of February, 
1858, since which time the mails have been car- 
rifol bc< ween thr-se port-= for the iKwtages. 

In 18.58 tbe average earnings per round trip of 
American sleamshlps, receiviog sea and iulana 
postages, was 47 12.5 between New York and 
LlverpooL 4^' 621 between New York. Sinth- 
nmpton. and Bremen, .and 47 191 between New 
York. Si.uthampton, and Havre. 

In LS59 -\uicrican steamers received .-:1'':9,2ol, 
.averaging 47,663; and foreign ateamors, em- 
ployed as United S:.ates mall pac'uets, 4125, 3i;<, 
averaging 44.7:!6 per trip. 

In 186fi .4ro'e>ican steamers received .42-29,149, 
avcrailrg 47,66-1; and foreign steamers 4117,- 
085. averaging 42 828 i)er trip. 

Id 18 i:i American steamers recelvcd$1.57.17l, 
averaging 46,83.3: and foreign steamers .*2 :.5,- 
713, averaging 42,740 per trip. 

In 1862 .American steamers receivel 433 .509, 
averaging 42 581: and f-jrclgn steamers 428.5,-

In 186.3 the entire trans- Atlantic service was 
performed by foreign steamers, at the sea poet- 
ogee onlv, receiving 4332.181, an average of 
42. 51 <■« per trip. j 

In 1861 the earnings of foreign steamers were 
4371,740, an average of 42,795; and in 1865 
4405,179, an average of 42,970 per trip. 

Daring the rebellion American steamer.- en- 
gaged in the carrying trade between this coun- 
try and Europe were withdrawn from service, 
reenlting to the advantage of foreign lines which 
continued their regular voyages; and while tbe 
foreign lines were be.avily subsidized by their 
respective conntric.s. it does not follow that 
they would not have been self-supporting, snd 
even remunerative, without sneu aid; aud the 
department possesses no information that 
American lines would not have, daring the 
same period, been sustained under the provis- 
ions of the existing law allowing the United 
Stetes postage as compensation for the service. 

The result of the svstem of allowing the 
amount of postage earnings, as bompensation 
for mail service, is regarded as encouraging, 
and the department does not recommend any 
modification of that system, or any departure 
from tbe established policy, not onlv because 
of the financial wants of the Ooveroment, but 
as well from the absence of anv nece-«ity for 
special legislation on behalf of the postal ser- 
vice. 

During the pA't vear 4105,479 was paid to 
foreign lines conveylog the mai'is to and from 
Great Britain. If ' to this sum be added the 
United States inland postage, amounting (ap- 
proxlmau-ly) lo $166 677, the amount which 
would have been available as compensation to 
•American steamers for the same service w&a 
4570156.

The expediency of restoring prepaid letters to 
tbe owners free of postage, is again comaicnded 
to Congress, with tbe additional suggertion, 
that letters be forwarded, at the re<jiiest of the 
party a2dre-sed. from one post-office to another 
witbont extra charge. 

The number of letters conveyed fo the mails 
during 18«5. is estimated at 167,591,600 Of 
these, 4 .368.087 were returned to the dead letter 
office, irciudfog 5CC 097 army and navy letter:;, 
the non-delivery of which was not chargeable 
to the postal senfice, they having pas-ed 
beyond Its control Into the custody of the mili- 
tary and naval authoriiie;. Deducting 1 156. lol 
letters returned to writers, or held as vain ible, 
the total number lost or destroved was 2,352,- 
424, cr one In every two hnndrt^ moiled for 
tranfmi.^sion and delivery. Fully three-fourths 
of tbe letters returned as dead failed to reach 
tbe poitics odfireesed through faults of the 
writers, so that tbe actual losses from irregu- 
larities of sen lce and casuolilos, ordinary and 
focldental to the war, did not exceed one in 
every eight hundred of the eolliu.ted number 
intruftel to the mails. The returns of dsad 
letters from cities are largely fo excess of pro- 
portions based upon population. To them 
special efforts have been directed to secure the 
most efficient service, and it is believed im- 
provements fo operation, chielly that of free 
delivery, will diminish the number of undeliv- 
ered letters at offices in deneelv populated 
districts. The number of applications for 
missing letters was 8,661, an increase of 3,532 
over previous year. A mlsspprebenFion pre- 
vails fo regarding the dead letter office as a 
depoeitory lor the safe-keeping of nndellvered 
letters, and not as the agent for their final dis- 
p. fai. 

The amounts deposited in the Treasury under 
act oi ,3d of March last were, on account of 
salts ct waste I'apcr, 49 429 67: unclaimed 
dead-letter money, 47,722 70; giving a total ot 
417.14.3 37. 

Less ihan 25 per cent of advertised letters are 
deliver! d. In some of the larger offices the 
proportion does not exceed 15 i>er cent. The 
i«a ment of two cents for each letter advertised 
involves a yearly expenditure of abnnt 4<J0,- 
000 for letters returned as dead to the Depart- 
ment. Measures have been adopted to reduce 
tbe exiiensee, and the advertising is now se- 
cured at one-half tbe rale allowed by law. 

An obstacle to this economy Is found In the 
law requiring the list of letters to be published 
la ccwipapei-s of the largest clrcnlation, which 
shculd be rcpealfd, and tbe mode of advertising 
left to tbe (iiscreiiou of tbe Postmaster-Gen- 
eral.

Tbe maximum amount of monev orders is 
J-30, abich may be judklonsly increased to $50, 
snd tbe restriction to Eums not less than one 
dollar removed, rttoining the present minimum 
fee.

The es'ima'ed amount of claims of contrac- 
tors and others rcaidiug in the Southern States, 
cbiefl'.’ those lately fo Insurrection, for services 
rendered ;ircvious to the robollion, is not less 
than one million dollais. Many claims have 
been pn'scnled bnt none paid, under a rule 
adopted cirly in the war, of not pacing claims 
to parties known to be engaged in aiding the 
rebellion 

Balances were dne from Southern postmos- 
fers at tic outbreak of the rebellion amouuting 
to 43<'.9,<i “7 b7, few of v/hich have l>eea paid. 
Means are being employed, through the courts 
and other agencies, to collect the amounts due 
to the Government. 

The closing of the war brought with It the 
necescUy of r&=torlng the postal service in the 
Southern Sta'es. Every effort was midi and 
means employed ti facilitate this puryn’o. Al- 
though the service has been restored in each 
of the S iu* hero States, it ia not so general as 
the department has de«Ired and the wants of 
the citizens require, becaiae of the dlffl:uliy of 
preenring contractors and p,istmasten« who 
con take 'be oath pre«crll>ed bvthe actsof Julv, 
1862, and .March 3, 1863 rc'piiring uniform lov- 
alty to the Government during the rebellion as 
the condition of holding office and for the cou- 
veving of the mails. 

The Podmaster-General concludes hU report 
with remarks upon the organization, object, 
and condition of the Department. Its financial 
history shows that its annual receipts have 
rarelv’ equalled Us expenditures. During the 
last year there was a surp'ns of revenue, a re- 
sult the more gratifving because no part of the 
appropriation for franked matter has been 
drawn upon. But so favorable u result cannot 
be anticipated for the current year. In conse- 
•pience of the exp'n'dUures incident fo restor- 
ing the service in Southern StatoA The hope 
is indulged that tbe experience of European 
governments will concur with that of this, in 
favor of an early redaction of the prfci«nt high 
rates of international poitage, which are greatly 
dlsproportioned to the necessary ciost of the In • 
termedUkte land and ocean transportation, and 
serious obstacles to postal intercourse, commer- 
cial and rocial, between this counti7 an-I all 
parts of Enro|>e. 

In speaking of the Increase of revenue during 
the rebclli- n, the P^stm ister-General save: Tne 
maxiinnm annual r'ceipts of the department 
previous to <he rebellion from all the Slates was 
•43.518,067 40, which wa* exceeded fo the sum 
of 46.038 Old 40 by the receipts of the last year 
from ihe loyrl Slates alone. The revenues dur- 
ing the pos*. four years am.annted to 446,46.8,. 
922 97, an .averageof 411,614 50.5 74 perannnm. 
CompaTcd with the receipts of the f-mr years 
immed'a'elv preceding, which amonnh^ to 
432 3*2-2 <110 7.3. the annual average increase of 
revenue was 41,533 845 5<>, which has not re- 
sulted from any considerable additions t-) the 
service, the ratio of receipts to expenditures 
having been larger than, with few exceptions.

Finally, the Pof-tmaster-General objects to 
the misapplication of tbe postal fund, by the 
revennes being largely drawn upon for general 
oblects of administration not properly charge 
able to the fnnd. If to this be added the revs- 
nne which would accrue upon “free matter,” 
charged with existing rates of postage, less the 
same annually appropriated therefor, it is esti- 
mated that not less than 42,000,000 per annum 
are lost to the department, preventing an en- 
largement of mail accommodations to that ex- 
tent fo those Stales from which the postal rev- 
enues arc mainly derived.

TIMES. 

[Waafaiorton Correspondence of the London Tiate..] 

On my way through this city to Richmond I 
have seen some of the English newspapers of 
the 17th of October, denying the accuraev of the 
statement I sent you concerning a dispatch from 
Mr. Seward to the United States Minister at 
France on Mexican affairs. I do not know what 
was the “official authority” upon which my let- 
ter was contrsdicted, but I do know that the 
anlboriU I had for tbe information sent to you 
woe far higher than anv which could be c^tafoed 
in England at that date. Indeed, it wis not 
probable that any one in Loudon could h.ave 
heard of the dispatch to which I referre.L since 
it was only sent to France a few weeks Immedi- 
ately preceding my letter. Without, however, 
discucsing these contradictions, it is mv duty to 
inform yon that tbe news 1 sent on the 4th of 
October was enletantiallv true. I professed on- 
ly to give the “tendency” of the dispatch, but I 
am now in possession of fnrtber particulars on 
the subject, and I give them to von os correct to 
the very letter. Time will show whether my 
new? from Washington or that which is ob- 
tained fo London is most worthy of belief. 

One English journal states that had the Egyp- 
tian force to which I referred ever been organ- 
ixed, tbe fact must have been known fo London 
before It came te pnblickknowledge in this coun- 
try. In that case it is curious that no one fo 
England should have known that Nubian troeps 
have actnally been in Mexico as part of the 
French force ever since the Emperor Napoleon 
went there. If anybody In London knows bet- 
ter than Mr. Seward on this point, then I must 
be ■wroBg; not otherwise. The Pasha of Egv'pt 
offered to organize a force of Nubians for the 
Emperor Napoleon fo Mexico. They were sent, 
and are in Mexico at this moment. Mr. Sew- 
ard’s recent dispatch was provoked by the fact 
that the United States Consul at .Alexandria sent 
word to hie governmentof a fresh Nubian force 
being fitted out for service fo Mexico to replace 
that sent nearly four years ago. When the first 
force was dispatched, the American G overument 
was not in so good a position to take exceptioos 
to tbe proceeding os it is now. 

It had then a domestic war on its hands 
which taxed all Its energies. It haa now under 
its authority a people exasperated at what they 
regard a.s a fragrant violation of a favorite 
principle, known as the “ilonroe doctrine,” 
ai:u dcnnfDndfog that the Freueb should be com- 
pelled to withdraw from this continent. Un- 
der correction, I snbmit that .America La a more 
favorable standpoint for judgiug of the tone of 
Aiccticau feeling than London. The peoole, I 
repeat, would rather go to war with France 
than see her remain fo Mexico. Yon will not 
find thIa statement contradicted by a single 
journal in all America when it Is republi-shad 
out here. Thev would of course much prefer 
that France withdraw peaceublv; but if she will 
BOt do that they mean to make her go. 

That Is their own language, n.aed at ever 
public meeting, and at every dinner-table, and 
in every paper, from Maine to Califorma. G^n. 
Grant ba.s over and over again made known bis 
discontent that France is not pressed to leave 
Mexico before the army under him U dishoBded. 
In point of fact the Government h “tandlng be- 
tween the public sentiment and France. But 
in this country, at any rate, it cannot aliogetbei 
disregard public sentiment. It must fall in 
with it to a certain extent, and fo that spirit 
there Is no doubt that Mr. Seward’s dispatch 
was written. 

I will now givf; yon further details about the 
dirpateb. and, whether ihe^e det:iUs are believed 
in Engli nd or not, they are true all the same, 
it was addreesed to Mr. Bigelow, at Paris, some 
time in September lost. It directed him to 
bring to the notice of M. Drnni-n de L’lluve the 
f^'t that the United States Government had been 
informed that additional Nubian troops were 
abontto be cent to Mexico by France. It set 
forth that when the first force was dispatched 
from Egipt, the Government did not interfere, 
liecause it was engaged in settling Us own do- 
mestic differences; that, as the Emperor was 
aware, it had now abolished slavery lu I's own 
country, and could not but look with disfav >r 
npon an attempt made bv a foreign p >wer to 
fotrridu' c negroes into any part of this canti- 
i:ert agaimt Ibeir will. 

The United States Government had been In- 
rcrn;ed that the Pasha’s negrot.s were compelled 
to take ':f-r\1ce fo Mexico against their Incliuv 
tioD, and were even forcibly thrust on board the 
chips wMch were to carry them to th's conntrs*. 
The French Governmect was warned that Co’n- 
greas bad rei>eatcdly and decidedly alU.-med that 
tlie Monroe doctrine must be maintained, and 
tbe E.xeoutive and the people looked with very 
serious concern upon the past and present move- 
ments cf France fo Mexico. This may not be 
tbe precise language of the dispatch, but it is 
faithfully its tenor and imr>ort. The dispatch 
was ceni not only to France, but to the United 
Slates Ministers at Alexandria snd Coastanti- 
ncmle. 

I Eu»* further state— end state it on the very 
best authority — that the views of the United 
Slates G Tcrnmsnt on the subject are these: 

It bolds that neither a monarchical nor an im- 
perial form of government will ever be tol- 
erated by the people on thia continent, becau>e 
it would be oppo^ to the whole spirit of their 
political system. It considers that tbe Empe- 
ror took an unfair advantage of the .American 
Goverrraent in placing Maximilian on the Mex- 
ican tbione at a time when its hands were tied. 

It lielleves that neither tbe French nor the 
Engl'sh cation would approve a deliberate at- 
tempt to reintroduce slavery fo America, and it 
regards the compulsory service of negro troops 
in Mexico as a form of slaverv.

If an> body ka<' ws them better than the Gov- 
einm'eui itself, then reject the foregoing state- 
ment.

At one time, before he vetoed 
the reac lulion, be stated to me that he wished 
me to answer him three antstions, npon i>oint8 
that he wished to cont-ider before approving 
or dieapproving of tbe resolution, stating at 
tbe same time that be did not wish me to take 
it as an ofienae, but that be intended also to ob- 
late tbe opinion of other lawyers on tbe same 
points. As he made a verbal statement of the 
quebtions. 1 asked him to rednoe them to writ- 
ing. whkdi be did, and 1 furnisbed him my 
answers rawr>/t>c. and supposed they were to 
be laid before the General Council, but they 
were net. 

After bk veto bad been overruled, and the 
contract bad been pres> nted to him to si|^ be 
came into my cfh e „ed stated to me. in the 
preeenoe and bearing of Mr. A. V. Johnson, 
that be desired to ask my opinion upon a point 
about w hich be bad already had tbe opinion 
of other lawyers, and the point was. whether 
Mr. Henderson had the right to eign tbe names 
of ether penons to the couiract. and thereby 
bted them, wiihout authority in writing from 
thim to him to do ao. 1 immediatelv replied 
that he had not: wbereu]>on tbe Mayor turned 
and went into hk own room, remarking that 
my rpteion agreed with that of the other law- 
vers. These are tbe only times at which the 
Mayor haa asked my opinion about the con- 
tract. 

I do not now remember what the questions 
were npon which my "Tif,sa answers were ob- 
tained. but they were not in opposition to tbe 
contiact: and certain it k, I never advi^ the 
Mayor nut to execute the contract. 

It was not my pnrpoee to have noticed

F*oii Daatii.— Abont midnight of Thursday 
last, a fearful casualty happened at the head- 
quarters of Major General Palmer in this city. 
A mceasnger named John Bowes, belonging to 
tbe 2d United Btatee telantry, fell from the 
fourth story to the basement of tbe b uilding 
and. marvelous to aay, he was not even knocked 
s en se le s s. The distance of tbe precipiiaUon 
wae mere t h a n forty fert. The young man 
fortunately fell npon his hip, atrikiug the ban- 
ister of the eecond story ataiicsae. and plunging 
down to the ground floor, which k of atone. By 
the terrible force of bk descent, tbe rail ing 
npon which be fell was broken entirely through, 
and one of the pannels ahauered into atoms. 
It k almost Incredible that Bjw^t was not in- 
stantly killed. Hik hip was badly cut, but no 
bones were fractured, and, by failing upon the 
atones, he reedvad a severe coutusion on tbe 
bead. Bowee slept near the stairway in the 
fourth story, and, aa he had on hk night clothes 
only when found, it k suppoaed that he was 
somnolent at the time of the accident. M:gM' 
Gray, surgeon of the Sd regiment, was sent for 
immediately after tbe occurrence, and dressed 
the wounds and ministered to the wants of the 
nnfortnnate man during tbe night. Ha was 
oonve>ed to the regimental hospital on Fnday 
mornteg, and we were glad to learn yesterday 
that be was recovering slowly.

The Suiireme Court of the United Slates now 
bos before it the following case: U cited S uites, 

plaintiff in error Le Roy M. Wiley. It iuvolves 
this qaesilcn: “Does the President’s pardon re- 
mit the sentence of forfeiture ot rebel projiertv 
and reiaxtate the rebel in all hL rights thereto.” 

This was a motion of L. M. Wiley, dcfend:int 
in ciror and appellee, to dlsmi-is tbe writ of 
error on the ground that the President’s par- 
don and the acceplcnce and compliance with 
the terms thereof by dcfond-int, discharged 
and remitted tor the luture, for which sentence 
of cor.demnatiun was pronounced in the Dis- 
trict Court by pardoning the acts, by which 
alone, if at all, tbe forfeiture was incurred. 
Tbe canee oiiginated in on informaUou filed in 
tbe District Court of the United States for the 
SontbeiD Difitrict thereof, and one Charles 
Gould named os the inlormcr. Under the acts 
ol Congress of 18(11 aud 18ti2, commonlv known 
SI- the conCfcation acts, for tbeconliscati m and 
forle'.ture of 1,756 shares of the capital stock of 
tbe Great Western Railroad Company of ls.5;i, 
and of upwards of «'.'>0.(j00 due of coupons of 
the bozds of tbe same corporation as tbe prop- 
erty of defendant on the two-fold ground of the 
alleged iuloimation. Tbe first was the alleged 
use of the property by Mr. Wiley in aid of tba 
rebellion, under the act of 1861, and tbe second 
was the alleged trea.-sinab;e acts of Mr Wilev, 
under the act of 1862. The motion to dismiss 
the cause was announced by Mr. Laranue in 
its icpi>ort. 

It is nnderslood that the constitutionality of 
the act of Congress prescribing the test oath is 
now before tbe Snpreme Cou It on tne applica- 
tion of A. 11. Garland, of Arkansas. The 
whole question will be preaented on Friday 
nexL 

The only pardons granted to-day were those 
to a few Texans. Tbe State Department is still 
besieged, however, by those who have hereto- 
fore received the E.vecntlve elemency, aid who 
are now over-anxious to receive their respective 
papers. 

There was quite a crowd of visiu>.#8 at the 
While House to-day, tecludiog several Cou- 
gressmen. The Representatives from' Ohio and 
Kentucky were among those admitted to an in- 
terview with the President. 

Dr. Mebaffey, the Reading Clerk of the Hoose 
of KepresentatiTes, who has been ssrionsly ill 
with pneumonia, is gradually recovering. 

Tbe Southern members elected to Cougresa 
are stiU here, bnt some of them believe it will 
be a long lime before thev are admitted. They 
contemplate retnrning Lome and remainteg 
there until the door is oiiened to them. 

New Yorx, Dec. 9. 

Tbe new steam frigate Meteor, built by Mr. 
Forbes oi Boston, was placed on tbe sectional 
dock to-day. She is said to have been pur- 
chased by the Chilian Government. 

Tbe steamers Onward from Boston and D. -la- 
ware from Philadelphia have arrived here to 
le ad for Europe. 

Tbe Post’a Washington special aays: It is nn- 
dentxid that Oeneral Butler will suun |>iibllsh 
a reply to the censure cast npon him by Gener- 
al Giant. 

The magnificent new stock exchange building 
of tbe board of brokers, which has been con- 
structing in Wall, Broad, and New streets, in 
tbis city, lor a year or two padt, is now so near- 
ly completed as to allow the business of the 
board to be done in it, and a regular opening 
took place to-day. There was no form or cer- 
emony, but the lioard of brokers aiiSviuhled io 
the new edifice, and made their call in the usual 
form.

Immediately after the passage ot the resolu- 
tiona by Congress an attes'jtd copy ot tbe 
amendment was forwarded by tbe Sc'-retary of 
State to the Governor of each Bute, and s-ime- 
lime ago tbe Secretary also sent a circular to 
the Governors, reminding them of the duty im- 
poeed u{)on him by act of Congress of tbe 2Uth 
of .\pril, 1818. to give public notice when the 
aicendment shall have been ratified by the re- 
quisite number of States. From tbis it will be 
seen bow desirable it is that the 8t:>tes which 
have not reported as decided upon the matter 
should lose no time in doing so.

mitted: for snch confirmation having himself 
luurp ed the position ofagentoftbe IrtshRepubUc 
alter being peremptoriiv rejected for said poai- 
tion by the Senate; having issued bond? with 
his own name on them as agent; having waato- 
fully expended money by paying immense rent, 
eighteen months in ^vance, for a maasion on 
Union Square, and lodging another large ?am 
for the same period to pro^e against damages 
to said bnildteg, and havlDg refused to pay over 
to the Secretary of War money that had btien 
appropriated for war pnpoees by the Senate.
